Washington, October 21.—Repub- 
liean leaders in the senate acted to- 
day to let two elements in the trea- 
ty fight know just where they stood 
as factors in the determination of 
the final form of the reservations 
which are to be a condition to the 
ratification of the treaty. 

They dealt in. summary fashion 
with the threat of administration 
senators to prevent ratification with 
radical reservations. They let it be 
known in equally candid terms that 
the reservations are to be dictated 

by Senator Lodge and not by Sena- 
tor McCumber or other “mild reser- 
vatonists” on the republican side. 

Into this situation was thrown 
a growing irritation among many 
democratic senators as to the policy 
of the administration in standing 
out to this late date against incor- 
_poration of any reservations in the 
resolution of ratification. These sen- 
ators bombed Senator Hitchcock's 
“house of cards” with a notice that 
they would not stand with him in 
his threat to defeat the ratifying 
of the resolution to force the “mild 
reservationists” to compromise with 
the administration in order to get 
the treaty ratified. 

The proposal of Senator Hitchcock, 
democratic floor leader, to prevent 
ratification of the treaty should 
drastic reservations be incorporated 
in it by a majority of the senate, 
and to “keep the treaty constantly 
before the senate” until reservations 
satisfactory to the administration 
were agreed to, encountered only 
derisive smiles and. satirical com- 
ment from the republican leaders. 

Hitehcock Scheme Not Possible. 

It was stated that such a pro- 
gram is not possible because Sena- 
tor Lodge will have a solid repub- 
lican backing to block any such 
move. Accordingly, the treaty might 
remain technically before the sen- 
ate for an indefinite period, but the 
senate would proceed to the con- 
sideration of the railroad bill or 
other legislation. The treaty would, 
therefore, simply lie on the table, 
just as the Guatemala treaty did 
for a long time. It would become, 
one prominent republican senator 
stated, “a dead cat on the democrat- 
ie doorsteps.” 

Senator McCumber read to the 
senate today a program of seven 
reservations which he said were 
suggested as compromise reserva- 
tions on behalf of a group of “mild 
reservation” republicans. Democratic 
senators appeared more interested 
in them than did the republican 
leaders. Senator McCumber’ was 
asked the direct question as to 
whom he represented besides  him- 
self in presenting them. He gave 
no names. Asked for comment upon 
them the republican leaders declared 
that Senator Lodge and not the 
“mild reservationists’’ would dictate 
the language of the reservations, 
and that that language would be 
“radical, drastic and strongly pro- 
American.” The “mild reservation- 
sts” would have to vote for the 
Lodge program in the end, the par- 
ty leaders insisted. 

Cocksureness Not Convincing. 

The cocksureness of these state- 
ments was not convincing in many 
respects, For one thing, it is al- 
most certain that the reservation 
as to article 10 of the league of 
nations covenant will be very sim- 
ilar to that embodied in the pro- 
posed compromise program suggest- 
ed by Senator McCumbér. Senatur 
Lodge has known’ for weeks that 
he had to meet the middle ground 
republicans in a spirit of compro- 
mise. He has done that. The re- 
Sults is that he is in virtual agree- 
ment with them as to the major 
reservations.

Springfield, Ill, October 
bert, king of the Belgians; 
Elizabeth and Prince eLopold today 


paid homage at the tomb and home- 
stead of Abraham Lincoln. 

The royal party was greeted on 
arrival of the special train by Gov- 
ernor and Mrs. Lowden and state 
and city officials before taking au- 
tomobiles for Oakridge cemetery, 
where the Lincoln monument Is lo- 
cated. 

Thousands thronged the platform 
at the station and the streets near- 
by and cheered the royal pair anda 
the young prince. 

Governor Lowden paid tribute to 
the heroism of the Belgians and 
declared that little kingdom had 
been a mighty inspiration to all 
the world in the struggle against 
autocracy. 

At the tomb of Lincoln, King Al- 
bert said in part: 

“It was a duty of gratitude to- 
wards the American nation and a 
duty of respect towards one not 
only of your country, but one of 
the world’s best citizens to come 
here to Springfield to honor Presi- 
dent Lincoln’s memory. 

“Honesty and straightforrvardness, 
absolute faith in the future of the 
nation; indomitable courage in fac- 
ing the nation enemies, firm and 
clear-sighted statesmaship, these 
virtues have been personified by 
your illustrious president. 

“We who are here today, coming 
from a far distant country, can 
never forget what President Lincoln 
has done and may we find in his 
noble example the strength and firm- 
ness which makes a ryler worthy to 
be dedicated in his country to that 
always unfinished work of--prog- 
ress, welfare and ideals which this 
great man had thus far so nobly 
advanced.” 


AIR MAIL SERVICE 
FOR ATLANTA SURE 


Plans Announced in 
Washington--Only Wait 
for Added Appropriation 
to Start Daily Flights 
Between Boston and At- 
lanta. 


That Atlanta will be put on an 
air mail route as soon as congress 
appropriates funds for the extension 
of this service, is the news brought 
back from Washington by R. J. Har- 
ris, who has just returned from a 
conference of railway mail supervis- 
ors held in the capital. 

Announceemnt to this effect was 
made public, Mr Harris says, by 
Otto Praeger, second assistant post- 
master general, who is in charge 
of railway and airplane mail-service. 
The schec Me which is proposed for 
Atlanta wo. "2 give this city a daily 
service from Boston, planes leaving 
the eastern city at 7:30 in the morn- 
ing and arriving in Atlanta at 6 
o’clock in the evening. 

The intermediate stops would be 
New York, Philadelphia, Washing- 
ton and Charlotte, mail being car- 
ried every day but Sunday 

Section Would Benefit. 

Not only Atlanta but the entire 
southeast would be benefited by the 
arrangement, since a letter mailea 
in Boston one morning would reach 
Birmingham, for instance, the next 
morning, being put on the train 
here immediately upon its arrival by 
plane, 

Mr. Harris spent two weeks in 
Washington, being held there after 
most of the other supervisors had 
gone home to work out with the 
assistant postmaster general some 
details of the railway mail service. 

During the conference Mr Prae- 
ger took the supervisors out to the 
aviation field, where each of them 
was given a ride in one of the gov- 
ernment mail planes. Mr. Harris, 
upon disembarking, remarked to the 
postoffice official that he had been 
disappointed not to be treated to 
any “rough stuff.” 

Went All Gaits. 

Whereupon Mr. Praeger called 
upon E. Hamilton Lee, one of the 
best known pilots of the service, 
to show Mr. Harris the gaits. “I 
firmly believe that he left nothing 
out,” Mr. Harris said Tuesday. “We 
did the tail spin, the nose dive, the 
spiral dive and all the rest to my» 
great enjoyment. 

“While I was on the field the 
mail plane which goes from New 
York to Washington landed, having 
come the entire distance and made 
théeslanding in two hours and fifty- 
three minutes.”

Filing out of the meeting place, 
the miners and operators, nearly 
one hundred of them, went their 
separate ways to discuss the crisis, 
the former led by James L. Lewis, 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America and the latter by 
Thomas T. Brewster, head of the 
coal operators association. Leaders 
and members of both groups were 
extremely reticent.

Helsingfors, Finland, October 21. 
General Yudenitch has encountered 
strong bolshevist resistance beyond 
Pulkovo, seven miles south of 
Petrograd.

KRONSTADT HELD

Paris, October 21.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Premier Clemen- 
ceau’s former hostility to priests 
and anything religious is — well 
known, but the old “tiger” has un- 
dergone an evolution in his ideas 
concerning the clergy. 

Mr. Clemenceau’s home in Rue 

Franklin is immediately adjacent to 
the building occupied by a religious 
community, the Fathers of St. John, 
who boasted a wonderful garden 
with a majestic plane tree, the huge 
leaves of which complétely darkened 
the window of the premier’s private 
office. Clemenceau sent a note to 
Father Tregard, intimating that the 
removal of this tree would be great- 
ly appreciated. The priest did not 
reply; the plane tree still remained, 
and Clemenceau renewed his re- 
quest. Finally the priest called upon 
the premier. 
_ “Please do me the favor of hav-

GERMANY PLANNING 
COLONIES IN MEXICO 


Mexico City, October 21.—Conerete 
evidence of German colonization 
plans for Mexico was revealed here 
today with the announcement of an 
enterprise for the irrigation of two 
hundred thousand hectares of land 
in the Fuerte river valley, in the 
state of Sinaloa, where thousands of 
German emigrants are expected to 
buy small parcels of land ona 20- 
year payment plan.

The alleged arch con- 
spirator and engineer named Koess- 
ler, has been arrested, with two ac- 
complices, and it is said that the 
leader of a socialist union, a former 
Alsatian deputy and a French social- 
ist are believed to be implicated. 

A search of Koessler’s residence is 
reported to have revealed a large 
number of propaganda pamphlets 
and a fund of 35.000 marks. The re- 
volt was to be called on the day 
that a communist uprising in Ger- 
many is said to be planned.

Purchasers of Georgia 
Coast and Piedmont 
Railroad Offer Connect- 
ing Bridge for Sale to 
State or County. 


An opportunity will be given the 
State or McIntosh and Glynn coun- 
ties to purchase the Altamaha 
bridge and thus save the connect- 
ing link between the north and 
Jacksonville, according to an an- 
nouncement made yesterday by 
Colonel H. H. Dean, of Gaines- 
ville, who represents the group of 
@astern capitalists who recently 


purchased the property of the Geor- | 


gia Coast and Piedmont railroad. 

This railroad, which is 100 miles 
long, running from Brunswick to 
Collins, Ga., is the first short line in 
Georgia to be scrapped. Its sale 
for $426,500 was affirmed on October 
18 by Judge J. C. Edwards, of Sa- 
vannah, and Colonel Dean is acting 
as attorney for an eastern group 
representing 95 percentof the bond- 
holders. 

In commenting on the sale Tues- 
Gay, Colonel Dean said: “I’very 
short > in Georgia would have to 
be junked ifi it depended on refinanc- 
ing with new capital. Unless con- 
Zress provides adequate legislation 
to protect the railroads before re- 
turning them to the owners, many 
Similar roads will have to be dis- 
continued and sold for junk.” 

Colonel Dean announced that he 
had already sold for the bondholders 
rails and rolling stock for a sum 
amounting to 75 per cent of the bid 
on the road, and hopes to close out 
the rest of the property before the 
first of the year. One shipment of 
rails to Cuba brought $300,000. 

In reference to the <Altamaha 
bridge, Colonel ‘Dean's plan is to 
tear up the tracksand floor itso that 
automobiles and other vehicles can 
pass over it. He would then sell 
the bridge to the state or to Mec- 
Intosh and Glynn counties. The 
bridge is five miles long and prac- 
tically the only passageway for 
motor traffic between Jacksonville 
and points north. Although the 
bridge cost about $500,090, Colonel 
Dean states that his clients, who 
have already lost heavily, would 
agree to sell it for a reasonable 
figure. 


W.S.S. DIRECTOR 
HELPS IN FIGHT 
ON STOCK FRAUDS 


Silas W. Davis, government direc- 
tor of the savings division of the 
war loan organization of this dis- 
trict, announced yesterday that he 
would undertake to secure the co- 
operation of state securities com- 
missions and sevretaries of state 
in the southeast in his fight against 
“wildcat” stock promoters and 
swindlers. 

The administration of the Geor- 
gia “blue sky” law is in the hands 
of Secretary of State 8S. Guyt Mc- 
Lendon and the public generally is 
already familiar with the strenuous 
effort Mr. McLendon. is making to 
drive “fake” stock “dealers from 
this state and the success that has 
already attended upon these ef- 
forts. Numbers of stock promoters 
have been refused permission to 
sell their goods in Georgia and 
others who were selling stock with- 
‘out authority have been forced to 
seek mote favorable territory. 

It is the general opinion of gov- 
ernment officials who have made 
investigations of the subject that 
stock swindlers have been 
bie hauls in southern 
lately. 

Houston Thompson, federal 
commissioner, recently in 
before the house judiciary 
tee in Washington, said that more 
than a half billion dollars annually 
are being taken from the 
people by these schemes.
